The’ local firm has been a 
subsidiary company since its 
merger with National Steel 
Corp. in August 1971. 

President of the Midwest 
Steel Division, Love assumed 
the additional duties of 
president of Granite City Steel 
in January 1972. 

Discussing plans for ex- 
panded steelmaking, Love 
said, “‘At least half of the 
volume of the hot mill will be 
outside slabs from Great Lakes 
and Weirton. 

“Al of Midwest's 
requirements, for all practical 
purposes, will be rolled out of 
slabs from Weirton and Great 
Lakes. Our own melt will take 
care of our own sales picture. 

“The blast furnace capacity 
of Weirton, Great Lakes and 
Granite City would generate the 
necessary slabs to take care of 
the commitments for the cor- 
poration through the period 
1975, 1976, 1977. This means that 
Granite City has to get up to the 
level of 5,000 tons of hot metal a 
day.” 

President Love said Granite 
City Steel operations have been 
integrated into National Stee] in 
financial reporting, ap- 
propriation control and 
assimilation of management 
goals. 

“The intent of the merger was 
the utilization to the fullest 
extent possible of Granite City 
Steel's primary equipment. 
This involves the blast fur- 
naces, the primary steel end 
and the hot mill. 

“We have made significant 
strides toward achieving the 
maximum output of these units. 
This year will be the best we've 
ever had on the hot mill, but it's 
still short of its potential.” 

Love continued, ‘It’s pretty 
generally conceded, although it 
may be hard for the citizens of 
Granite City to appreciate it, 
that compared to other steel 
towns Granite City is one of the 
cleanest installations in the 
country, if not the world. 

“We intend to do whatever is 
necessary to improve it on a 
continuing basis. 

“Another area in which we've 
made significant progress is our 
product yield. Granite City 
Sted has achieved the best 
ingot-tofinished product yield 
in the corporation—and has had 
that distinction for the past 
several months.” 

Asked about new facilities 
and equipment, President Love 
said, “‘Starting at the beginning, 
we're talking about the com 
pletion of the coke oven rebuild 
this year. 

“‘We will also have both blast 
furnaces rebuilt within the next 
two years. ‘A’ Furnace will go 
down for a scheduled.reline in 
1974 and ‘B’ Furnace in 1975. 
Both will get significant im- 
provements to increase the 
output and quality of the metal 
we're making.

River Fest 
uncertain 


Plans for the 1974 Mississippi 
River Festival will move ahead 
providing the present deficit of 
$64,084 can be reduced, and 
sufficient income for next 
season's Festival can be 
assured, the MRF Board of 
Directors voted Thursday at a 
noon meeting. 

The seven-week Festival, 
composed of 12 St. Louis 
Symphony Orchestra concerts

“But interior drainage in the 
floodplain, when rains fall along 
the bluffs and hillsides, has 
created special problems, 
especially in the-low-lying sec- 
tions.

Army Corps of Engineers, is 
able to report that considerable 
progress is being made to 
alleviate this threat,’’ Col.

“In another affected area, the 
Dobrey Slough -section in 
Madison County, the Corps is 
entering a new phase of 
operations. We have completed 
a feasibility report and have 
started into pre-construction 
planning. 

“In this phase, the Corps 
examines not only the flood con- 
trol problems of the com- 
munity, but also considers other 
economic and social needs. 

“Aspects of recreation, fish 
and wildlife conservation, 
water supply and water quality 
become part of the program, 
and various alternatives are 
developed to fulfill these needs. 

“The Dobrey Slough area sec- 
tion is now being examined by 
hydraulic engineers to deter- 
mine hydraulic design com- 

ts. The designs will result 
in a ‘main stern’ drainage net- 
work as a,means to transport 
storm waters of ‘project’ 
proportions out of the com- 
munities.

records of hydraulic data to 
determine a ‘project’ flood as 
one that would occur on a 
possibility basis of once in a 100- 
year frequency. 

“The Illinois Division of 
Water Resources Management 
has developed an interim plan 
for the handling of the lesser, 
more frequent flooding that has 
plagued the Dobrey Slough 
location. 

“The new plan is compatible 
with the long range primary 
system being developed by the 
Corps. 

“In the interim plan, a secon- 
dary system of transporting 
storm waters from the Dobrey 
Slough through the Amos 
Avenue sewer system and into 
Nameoki Ditch will be utilized. 

“Tt will require local interests 
to plan and construct secondary 
systems such as the one 
proposed to tie in with the main 
stem network being planned by 
the Corps. 

“The Corps has agreed that 
the interim measure proposed 
is desirable. But to rely on these 
types of programs is, at best, a 
limited method of controlling 
only the lesser,.more frequent 
flooding problems and would 
not prove effective if used 
singularly on the larger floods 

“The sewer system pipe just 
does not have that kind of 
capacity. But we definitely feel 
that such emergency measures 
are desirable until the major, 
broad-based drainage program 
can be implemented. 

“The Corps is working on the 
primary system. Such types of 
integrated secondary water 
transports can become part of 
the total ‘main line’ program."

Assembly may clarify 
age 19 drinking law 


It may be decided by the 
Illinois General Assembly 
whether. some. communities 
have over extended their 
Powers on the selling of beer 
and wine. 

Gov. Daniel Walker signed into 
Jaw a bill allowing 19-year-olds 
to purchase wine and beer, That 
law is now in effect. 

But since Walker signed the 
bill several communities which 
are under the jurisdiction of the 
home-rule of the constitution 
extended the provisions to allow 
19-year-olds to, also purchase 
the so-called “hard” liquor, 
such as whisky. 

‘The various city councils, in 
adopting the ordinances, said it 
would be hard for authorities to 
enforce just the beer and wine 
provisions. 

So legislation may have to be 
adopted by the General 
Assembly to clarify that 
segment of the law. It is. the 
general feeling that since the 
bill to allow 19-year-olds to 
drink wine and beer, is now in 
effect, such an expansion of the 
privilege might pass. 

However, some home-rule 
units have also passed laws 
keeping the age at 21. Now the 
question is whether homerule 
local government has this right 
under the 1970 constitution. 
Some of the home-rule units 
maintain they do. 

Again, an act of the 
legislature may be needed to 
decide it. 

Meanwhile, some nor-horhe- 
rule units have passed or- 
dinances which also either deny 
19-year-olds the right to beer or 
wine until they reach 21 or 
extend the right of purchase. 

In this area, the Attorney 
General's Office has indicated 


that the nonhome-rule: units 
must stay within the law as 
prescribed by the General 
Assembly. The office said the 
constitution does not allow the 
same broad scope in city 
governmental areas generally 
as the home rule section grants 
to some units. 


It could be settled. through 
legislation, or the whole matter 
could end up in the courts. If it 
goes through the courts, it 
might take considerable time; 
the General Assembly can whip 
a -bill through in rather fast 
fashion.

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Halloween safety tips | 


People who don’t believe in 
witches and warlocks get their 
beliefs tested at Halloween time 
when children-haters add cruel 
touches to their ‘treats,’ Ordie 
Hogsett, University of Illinois 
Extension safety specialist, 
said today. 

He urges all parents to check 
their children’s goodies before 
allowing the kids to eat them. 
Booby-traps to look for include 
razor blades in apples, poisons 
in candy bars, and laxatives 
and medicines handéd out as 
candy. 

Parents should also check 
costumes for potential safety 
hazards, Hogsett adds. ‘‘Make 
sure your children choose 
costumes that are flame- 
resistant. 

“If you make their costumes, 
flame-proof them by spraying 
or dipping ina solution of seven 
ounces of borax and three 
ounces of boric acid in two 
quarts of water. 

“Avoid costumes with flimsy 
fabric, loose flowing sleeves 
and billowy skirts, And make 
sure the costumes are short 


enough so the youngsters don’t ° 


trip on them, 

“Light colors are best—they 
are more easily seen by 
motorists. For added protec- 
tion, use reflecting tape front 
and back.” 


Hogsett also encourages use 


of “natural” masks—cosmetic 
make-up, drawing charcoal, 
soot from burnt corks, or 
colored chalk applied on the 
skin. 

Many masks are hard to see 
out of—the eyeholes may be too 
small or the mask may not fit 
well—and there may not be 
enough ventilation for easy 
breathing with full-face masks, 
he notes, 

“When it comes time to set 


out for trick-or-treating, dress 
your children for the westher 
with jackets and sweaters 
the costume if it's cold and 
rubber boots if it’s damp. :

If a new disease were found to 
be killing more children than all 
the leading childhood diseases 
there would be 2 public clamor 
for immediate action. 

Fire does this very thing each 
year by killing more children 
than leukemia, rheymatic 
fever, diseases of the heart, and 
polio combined. 

The National Fire Protection 
Association (NFPA) reports 
that over 1,500 homes burneach 
day. This means that some 
one’s homecatches fire every 57 


seconds. 

There are three primary 
reasons why 75 per cent of all 
fire deaths occur in home fires 
and why there are more than 
100 serious injuries for each 
fatality. 

All of them have to do with the 
innocent victim’s lack of 
knowledge regarding fire. They 
do not know how fires start, how 
it spreads and how it kills. 

Out of the literally bundreds 
of ways a home fire can start, a 
few of the most common are: 

1. Smoking — more than 
160,000 fires started from 
smoking last year. 

2. Matches— a child can turn a 
simple book of matches into a 
lethal weapon. 


3. Wiring behind the walls — 
another cause that one can’t 
evensee, muchless do anythin, 
about. Wiring is covered wil 
spider webs, sawdust, and dirt, 
It can become faulty and the 
simple act of pulling a plug or 
flipping a switch can set off a 
tiny spark which could turn a 


Venice asks publi¢ aid

.ccording to the NFPA, most 
home fires strike during the 
night Eighty per cent occur 
between midnight and 6 3.m. 

Most le do not realize 
that it is not the actyal fire that 
kills, It is a combination of 
Super heated air and poisonous 
gases developed by the fire. 

The most dangerous of these 
gases is carbon monoxide, 
better known as sleeping gas. 
‘You can’t see it, hear it, taste it, 
or smell it, and when it 
descends on 4 sleeping family, 
they just go right on sleeping. 

The federal government 
reports that fire strikes swiftly 
and silently and you have an 
average of only four minutes to 
escape. In that time you must 
be warned, alert your family 
and get them all out alive. 

It says that the average 
person doesn’t realize how 
rapidly fire spreads. 

In the first minute, the ceiling 
temperature is 136 degrees. If 
you plan to escape, now is the 
time to do it. 

In just two minutes the ceiling 
temperature has climbed tp 390 
degrees. This is roasting 
temperature and if yoy aren’t 
out by now you are in serious 
troubles. 

When three minytes have 
passed the temperature at the 
ceiling has skyrocketed to 770 


degrees. At this stage other 
fires are spreading just from | 
the. intense heat itself. 

A wooden door or table will 
burst into flames in seconds, 
and if yoy aren't out now,. you 
won't get out. 

Becauge in the fourth and. 
final minute, the home is a 
raging inferno. Ceiling tem- 
perature is 1,000 to 1,500 degrees 
and one breath of this air would 
kill anyone. 

The NFPA has issyed six 
steps to survival which should 
be executed immediately: 

}. Survey your home and 
decide upen the quickest and 
easiest exit from each room. 
Make certain yoy have an 
alternate route in case the first 
exit is blacked by smoke or 
flames, 

2. Conduct regular planned 
fire drills and go over the basics 
of escape. 

3. Roll out of bed when 
alerted. Do not jump up. 
Remember poisonous gases 
may be hovering above your 
bed 


4. Walk.in 9 crouched position 
near the floor, and do not stop to 
pick up ‘your belongings. In a 

ire, count. 

5. Close rs behind you to 
keep the fire from spreading 
more rapidly and never open a 
door when the handle is hot. 

6. Have a designated meeting 
place outside the house to avoid 
unnecessary re-entry, and 
always call the fire department 
from a neighbor’s home. 

‘The most important rule is to 
make your entire family fire 
conscious. 

Remember, you can live all 
your life without a fire, but only * 
four minutes with one.

The bicycle and pedestrian 
Safety. curriculum, developed a 
year ago by the state education 
office will be available to all 
school districts in’ the. state by 
the end of this school year, State 
School Supt. Sioa Bakalis 
said last week. 

The. original curriculum was 
for kindergarten through grade 
five. The program for. grades 
six through éight has. been 
complet And it also is being 
made a’ ble ‘to districts. 

“The curriculum for the 
lower. gradés was implemented 
last year in more than half the 
school districts in the state, and 
the response. to it 5. been 
overwhelming,” Bakalis said. 

The curriculum, first of its 
kind, has been hailed by the 
U.S. Department of Tran- 
sportation as a model program, 
and requests for copies have 
come from 14 countries and 
every state, 
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prehension level of each age. 
group, the curriculum provides 
a detailed instruction program, 
with complete lesson plans and 
suggested learning materials 
“and activities. 
For example, kin- 
| dergarteners learn about color 
as related to safety by dressing 
a paper doll in appropriately- 
‘colored clothing (bright mittens 
for dark days), and operating a 
home-made. traffic light. 
Rhymes and songs, coloring 
games and such familiar 
figures'as Humpty Dumpty and 
Jack and Jill all enter into the 
learning situation. 

First graders go on to more 
complicated concepts, such as 
learning the time dusk falls 
during the different seasons and 
doing expériments in visibility. 

By grade five, students are 
studying identification of 
warning signs and proper use of 
hand signals. 

The program moves away 
from” the’ practice of 
memorizing lists of do’s and 
don'ts as a way of teaching 
safety. Instead it emphasizes 
basic safety concepts and at- 
titudes. 

“We cannot wait until a 
student is ready for driver 
education to begin teaching him 

+ traffic safety,” Bakalis con- 
cluded. “By the time he is a 
sophomore in high school, his 
attitudes —_ already are 
established. Safety education 
must begin at an early age if it 
is to be effective.” 
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Kerner defense 
fund is planned 


Compassion for Agnew? Then 
how about a little compassion 
for Kerner? That's the way 
some Illinois Democrats feel 
about the Justice Department's 
attitude toward the two historic 
cases. 

When Federal Judge and 
former Gov. Otto Kerner was 
convicted, the Nixon ad- 
ministration gloried in its 
ability to root out corruption, 
Springfield observers report. 
Top Nixon aides aboard Air 
Force 1 even called prosecutor 
James Thompson in Illinois to 
congratulate him personnally 
on his handling of the case. 

When Vice President Spiro 
Agnew pleaded guilty, the 
administration urged ‘com- 
passion. 

Kerner, a public official for 25 
years, was convicted of buying 
Stock at a special price and not 
paying enough federal income 
tax on the profit. He was fined 
$50,000 and sentenced to three 
years in prison. Appeals are 
Still being heard 

Agnew, on the other hand, 
was in office 11 years and is 
accused of taking cash bribes 
during much of that time. His 
sentence? a $10,000 fine and 
three years probation. 

Of course,’ there are dif- 
ferences, too. 

Never in the history of the 
country did a felony suspect 
have so much to bargain with. 
Agnew’s resignation was 
clearly in the best interest of the 
nation, even if he did it in order 
to avoid going to jail. 

Kerner, on the other band, 
was in no position to throw the 
country into a constitutional 
crisis, 
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Although A gnew is informally 
charged with more extensive 
crimes, Kerner stands con- 
victed of more than Agnew. And 
Agnew technically - coo- 
perated with prosecutors by 
pleading “no contest,” while 
Kerner fought his “indictment 
and conviction—indeed, he is 
still fighting it. 

That points out an accused 
politician’s dilemma when it 
comes time to consider 
resignation. Agnew resigns and 
much of the public equates 
resignation with guilt. Kerner 
does not resign and he gets 
blasted for drawing his salary 
while under indictment. 

Kernerhas now put his salary 
in a special fund so he can draw 
it if vindicated or turn it back to 
the .government if his appeal 
fails. 

In view of his financial plight, 
newspaper advertisements 
urging people to contribute to 
Kerner’s defense fund will 
begin appearing across the 
state. 

The oral arguments in his 
appeal are scheduled for the 
same court where he formerly 
served. 

Kerner contends the stock 
transaction can be labeled 
imprudent, unwise, ill-advised 
or a potential conflict of in- 
terest—but any supposedly 
corrupt motive has been vastly 
distorted, he assets.

Gov. Walker's on display 
in Illinois state museum 


SPRINGFIELD — It's just 
sitting there. A bigger-than- 
life portrait of Gov, Dan 
Walker. - 

The colorful painting is 
Prominently displayed on the 
second floor of the Mlinois 
State Museum. It’s.not part of 
any particular exhibit. It’s 
just ... well, it’s just there. 

No doubt thousands of Capi- 
tal City tourists have stopped 
to gawk at the Chief Execu- 
tive since he first arrived at 
the museum early in July. 
And perhaps for a good rea- 
son. As you look at the por- 
trait it kinds of looks back at 
you. It seems to say, “Hi, I'm 
Dan Walker. Nice to see you 
today.” 


‘The portrait originally was 
part of an exhibit of works by 
Dlinois artists, It has since 
been donated to the museum 
and will become part of the in- 


stitution’s permanent collec- 
tion. 

The painting, slapped on 
what appears to be plywood, 
was done by Fred Weiss, a 
well-known Chicago artist and 
advertising man.. Its value 
has been pegged at $3,000. 

Museum Director Milton D. 
Thompson poo-poohed any 
suggestion that the art work’s 
prominent display was politi- 
cally inspired. 

“After all,”’ Thompson said, 
“He is the number one citizen 
in this state.” 

“We plan to keep the paint- 
ing and we're glad to have it."”

Expanded rules 


govern drivers 


of school buses 


The one million Mlinois school 
children who -ride to school in 
10,000 public school buses are 
being protected by an in- 
creasing number of regulations 
intended to assure their safety 
and well-being. 

Laws: passed by the General 
Assembly have added these 
stipulations to the present 
requirements ‘for school bus 
drivers: 

A driver must be qualified 
and licensed by the Secretary 
of State, must be at least 21 
years of age and have at least 
one year driving experience, 
and must not be convicted of 
crimes listed in the bill, (The 
offenses range from murder to 
s@x crimes to window peeping.) 

‘The mandate also includes a 
provision making it unlawful to 
discriminate in hiring bus 
drivers on the basis of race, 
color, creed, national ancestry 
or sex, 


Add these requirements to the 
already accepted standards of 
possessing a valid driver's 
license, passing both written 
and driving tests, no record of 
conviction for reckless. driving, 
no revocation of license and no 
unsatisfied’ judgement as the 
result of an accident, Too, the 
applicant has to have a valid 
first-aid certificate. 

In addition, regulations 
provide that school bus drivers 
must be clean, neat and refrain 
from smoking or drinking 
alcoholic beverages while 
transporting pupils. 

They are selected for 
dependability, good habits, 
unquestionable character and 
willingness to follow in- 
structions and requirements of 
the district superintendent and 
school boards. 

“It is the joint responsibility 
of the Office of the Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction 
and the school district per- 
sonnel to enforce these 
regulations,” according to a 
spokesman from the OSPI.

New Capitol roof, 
almost new dome 


The Illinois. Statehouse will 
“flip its lid” in the near future 
to accommodate an improved 
reinforced roof and dome. 

The $970,353 ~—project 
specifically ‘will include 
restructuring and  water- 
proofing of the outer dome, 
replacement of the weather- 
fatigued dome flagpole and 
complete restructuring and 
eventual-replacement of the 
roofs on the north and east 
wings of the capitol. 

These towering tasks will be 
accomplished through the use 
of hanging “‘spider” scaffolds, 
cement anchored hoists and a 
specially equipped helicopter. 

Part of the continuing 
multimillion-dollar statehouse 
rehabilitation project, the 
refurbishing will not affect 
occupancy of the building. It is 
pegged for completion by the 
end of 1974. 

Sec. of State Michael J. 
Howlett says the project will be 
watched closely in an effort to 
hold down costs. Any proposed 
changesbecause of materials or 
construction work found in the 
dome area after dismantling 
begins will be looked at very 
closely 

Supervising Architect Jim 
Coady reports that contractors 
have started to erect, scaf- 
folding whichwill hang from the 
uppermost statehouse ob- 
servation deck located near the 
top of the dome. 

A huge hoist will be anchored 
in cement outside between the 
east and north wings of the 
ancient building. 

Weather permitting, work- 
men will make their ap- 
pearance on the lead-colored 
dome late this winter. They will 
reinforce and, if necessary, 
replace the current zinc 
outerstructure.

Flagpole replacement will 
commence March 15. 

With the aid of a specially 
equ{pped helicopter, the current 
45-foot pole, cracked in several 
places, will be lifted from its 
lofty perch and laid to rest after 
100-plus years of holding both 
the U.S, and the state flags. 

In recent years, strong winds: 
have discouraged flying of the 
state flag to prevent total 
flagpole collapse. The life ex- 
pectancy of 4 flag flying over 
the statehouse is only 15 days. 

The new pole, again via 
helicopter, will be installed with 
the help of a giant funnel, and 
will be bolted firmly into place 
one week later. 

The cost of replacing the 
flagpole, including a one-shot, 
non-refundable $7,500 insurance 
policy, will total nearly $55,000. 

The new pole, to be made of 
stainless steel, will be five feet 
longer than the- old pole, 
bringing the height of the 
statehouse—from the ground up 
to 380 feet. The Gateway Arch 
in St Louis is 630 feet high. 

Dome work also will include 
improved floodlighting and a 
complete lightning protection 
system. Coady said to his 
knowledge the building never. 
has been equipped with light- 
ning rods. 

Roof work will include 
replacement of existing wood 
support beams with structural 
steel beams. 

Contractors will gut creaking 
attics in preparation for con- 
struction of a temporary roof 
beneath the existing roofs. The 
existing outer roofs will- be 
replaced or reinforced piece by 
piece, hopefully without letting 
ina drop of damaging moisture. 

The present east and north 
wing roofs are 98 years old and 
are supported by dry rotting 
wood described as ‘extremely 
flammable.” 

Once complete, the dome and 
roof rehabilitation will leave the 
capitol nearly fire-resistant and 
leakproof. Coady said the dome 
as it stands now leaks profusely.

role for vets 


SIUE seeks to deal with 
veterans “openly and honestly, 
as citizens vested with certain 
basie rights, among them the 
right to a decent productive life 
in the present and the future,” 
Dr. John $. Rendleman, SIUE 
president, said Saturday. 

He was the keynote speaker 
at a Veterans’ Day on the 
campus during which univer, 
sity programs to assist veterans 
were explained. 

The SIUE president said 
contributions of veterans of the 
Vietnam war were largely 
unrecognized and that they 
have “returned to a homeland 
torn, divided and tired of the 
struggle’ that called them into 
service. 

““We want to do all that we can 
to turn your lives on a newer 
path of endeavor, one that is 
challenging and hopeful, even if 
at the beginning it seems like 
just another darkened tunriel,” 
Rendleman told the veterans. 

He described the university 
as a central resource on which 
veterans can draw. ‘‘We labor 
under no illusions that we are 
now doing enough, or that the 
ways we are living our com- 
mitments to veterans are 
necessarily the best ones. 

“We are not afraid of 
criticism; we are anxious to 
hear suggestions. Too much 
time has elapsed already; we 
want to move our programs as 
quickly and effectively as we 
can,” the president said. 

SIUE sponsored the Veteran’s 
World Project in 1971. Findings 
of an extensive research report 
compiled by veterans about 
veterans showed ‘‘the primary 
problems of returning veterans 
were based in the attitudes and 
apathy of society and not in the 
popular conception that 
veterans are pathological 
problems.”

When I was growing up, my 
friends and I all wanted to be 
exactly like Marilyn Monroe. 

Most little girls today would 
rather be like Billie Jean 
King, 

The differences between 
Norma Jean and Billie Jean 
are not simply the differences 
between an actress and an 
athlete. Norma Jean was im- 
portant because of what she 
looked like; Billie Jean is a 
celebrity because of what she 
did. 


Norma Jean devoted con- 
stant time and energy to em- 
bellishing and preserving her 
beauty. There are rumors 
Billie Jean‘ plays tennis 24 
hours a day. 

Norma Jean represented 
the quality that was most 
valued in my generation of 
adolescent girls: sex appeal. 
Billie Jean is selling skill. De- 
spite the commercialism and 
the Barnum and Bailey atmo- 
sphere of the King-Riggs 
match, once Billie Jean 
started playing, the siliconed 
starlets hanging around the 
court couldn’t rate a second 
look. 

Norma Jean made money 
for others; Billie Jean is mak- 
ing a mint for herself. Though 
Marilyn Monroe was the 
country’s box-office queen for 
a decade, her estate was re- 
ported to be less than one mil- 
lion dollars. But her produc- 
ers, promoters, parasites, 
photographers and biogra- 
phers were and are still mal 
ing major fortunes. Billi 
Jean was reported to be a mi 
lionairess before the Bobby 
Riggs match; if she wasn’t 
before, she certainly is now. 

Norma Jean was a loser. 


Even when she became Mari- 
lyn Monroe, she was com- 
pletely psyched out by the 
men who ran both her person- 
al and professional lives. 
Studio czars dealt with her as 
a high-class piece of flesh, 
hsubands wanted her to be an 
old-fashioned wife, lovers 
toyed with her to build up 
their egos. 

Billie Jean is a winner. 
Even before she beat Bobby 
Riggs, she had been playing 
her game hen way. Accusa- 
tions of “‘unfeminine”’ didn’t 
deter her from organizing 
women tennis pros for equal 
money and prestige. Nor was 
she worried about playing 
tennis “‘like a man” when she 
made Bobby play her game. 
Norman Mailer, we can be 
sure, isn’t ever going to write 
Billie Jean King's biography. 

But it is probably the ability 
to withstand pressure that 
marks the most crucial differ- 
ence between the two types of 
stars. The press reported reli- 
giously how Marilyn Monroe 
would show up late at the set if 
she showed up at all. She was 
labeled temperamental, lazy, 
unreliable, hungover, unpro- 
fessional — all of which was 
nonsense. She was terrified of 
the moment of truth — that 
moment when the cameras 
would roll and she would have 
to prove yet again that she 
was a great movie’ star. 

Studio vaults may have 
been swelling with the profits 
of yesterday's hits, but Nor- 
ma Jean knew full well that if 
she once failed to be Amer- 
ica’s sexiest woman on cue, 
she was finished. Ultimately, 
her fear of failure was so 
overpowering that she lost by 
default — she was fired from 
her last picture for failing to 


report to ‘work. 

‘The pressure at the Houston 
Astrodome was not only in- 
tense but one-sided; it was all 
on Billie Jean King. The 
™atch was not a contest be- 
tween two tennis players but a 
test of women’s equality. 
Bobby Riggs wasn't exagger- 
ating when he said a Billie de- 
feat would set the women's 
movement back 20 years. The 
Margaret Court.rout had al- 
ready been picked up by “bi- 
ologists” like those claiming 
that too much aggressiveness 
gives women bald spots. 

The guaranteed $50,000 in 
endorsements would haye 
been bitter comfort to Billie 
Jean had the hopes and aspi- 
rations of-millions of women 
gone down to defeat with her. 

However, even before the 
winning point, the Bobby 
Riggs defeat was being ex- 
plained away as the failure of 
a middle-aged man to stand 
up to youth. 

What Billie Jean actually 
proved was that a woman can 
take pressure as well as, if not 
better than, a man, 

This comparison between 
two women is not to suggest 
the moral superiority of one 
over the other. The media 
creates its stars in terms of 
public tastes and trends and 
both have been reflections of 
what a woman should be in a 
particular point of time. 
(Would Billie Jean have been 
famous in 1950 or Norma Jean 
in 1970?) 

The beautiful girl-woman, 
super-sexy, long-suffering 
and pseudo-dumb, is now as 
dated as Theda Bara eyes. 
Today it's in for women to be 
champions. 

Very few of the little girls 
who saw Billie Jean King play 
at Houston will grow up to be 
professional ‘tennis players. 
But very few will grow up be- 
Meving that a woman's life is 
finished at 36.
